TO SIERRA MADRE NEWS SUBSCRIBERS 

Beginning this week, revision of the News mailing 
list is under way. A new system has been adopted 
by which the expiration date of every subscriber’s 
paper will be shown, printed after their name on the 
address label. Everyone will thus be kept constant¬ 
ly posted as to the state of their subscription ac¬ 
count. Subscriptions expire on the first day of the 
month and year thus shown. For instance, if your 
address label reads: “John Doe, Dec’16” your sub¬ 
scription expires on the firstof December next. In 
case the date appears to you to be incorrect please 
notify us at once so that the date may be verified. 

About Newspaper Prices 

All over the country newspapers are advancing 
subscription prices on account of the unprecedented 
high cost of print paper. Thousands of weekly 
papers have been forced to go out of business. The 
News suffers along with the rest, our paper stock 
now costing more than double what it cost one year 
ago. If possible, the News will continue at the old 
price of $1.50 a year. Our ability to do this will 
depend chiefly on the promptness with which sub¬ 
scribers pay up their accounts. A very large pro¬ 
portion of our subscriptions expire between Septem¬ 
ber and January, making the amount due at this 
time unusually heavy. 

Beginning on January 1 all subscriptions will be 
strictly cash in advance. It is of course necessary 
to drop from the list at once all who are a year or 
more in arrears. After the first of January all who 
are more than thirty days in arrears will have to be 
dropped. The News does not like to lose a single 
subscriber or reader, but it has been demonstrated 
repeatedly that a strict cash in advance policy is the 
only basis on which a weekly newspaper can be safe¬ 
ly conducted.

The effect of the new rural credit 
law, passed by the Democratic Admin¬ 
istration, already Is beliiR fell In lower 
Interest rates, although the land banks 
have not yet been orgaiilzetl. Te.sti- 
raony to this effect is being given at 
the hearings held by the Federal Faria 
Loau Board In various western eitie.s. 

At the hearings In Neliraska, numer¬ 
ous farmers stated tliat interest rati's 
In the homesteading section of that 
State already have been redueeil from 
one to two per cent, by the prospec¬ 
tive competition of the thirty to forty- 
year loans that the laud banks .soon 
will be making. 

The average loan that an Insurance 
company or other loan agency would 
make on a 640-acre "Klnkald" claim 
was $1,000. The comtidssioii deducted 
from this left the farmer $8.')0. He 
paid Interest at from 8 to 10 per cent, 
for five years on .$1,000, making his 
average net Interest rate from 11 to 
13 per cent. 

This now Is stopped by the coming 
competition of the new rural credits 
law’. Loan agents are rushing into 
Nebraska to make five-year loans at 
lower rates, to forestall the operation 
of tlie new law. 

Lodge Protecting Banks. 

This may account for the attack 
made on the Democratic rural credit 
measure by Senator Lodge, at Bever 
ly. Mass., on Sept. 23, when he stated 
that money could be borrowed on bet 
ter terms from regular agencies than 
under the rural credit act. 

Mr. Lodge declares that this act will 
endanger the present National and 
co-operative bnnk.s and tend to break 
them down, according to the report of 
his speech in the Boston Globe. 

The farmers of the West, who have 
suffered exorbitant Interest rates for 
years, are not worrying about the 
hanks. Their testimony hefore the 
Farm Loau Board .showed that they 
are enthusiastic over the new law, ami 
ready to help put It In successful o)) 
erntlon. 

Benefits to Farmers. 

The new farm loan act provides 
means by wliich farmers can form co¬ 
operative or joint stock as-soelatlons 
and borrow from the regional Federal 
Farm Loan Bank on the security of 
their land. Ten farmers can form one 
of these associations. They can bor¬ 
row’ up to 50 per cent, of the value of 
their land, for a period running up to 
forty years. 

The loan Is repayable in small an¬ 
nual Installments, or can be luihl In 
full at any time. The estimated In¬ 
terest rate Is 5 per cent. The farmer 
who borrows will share In the prollts 
of the business, thereby reducing his 
Interest rate to a still lower figure.

MONEY DOES NOT ALWAYS CCtUNT 

Wrong impressions might have been gcuned from the 
reference m last week’s News to the calling of liev. r'red 
Stall to a larger field of work, \vhen it was said that a 
small town chui'ch could not hold a man of laige caliber 
in competition with the wealthy churches able to pay large 
salai’ies, undue emphasis should not be lead into tiie salary 
feature. There are a few men to whom salary does not 
count, provided they aie making a living’ and doing a real 
work that needs to be done. Mr. Stall is one of them. 
But for the educational opportunities offered for his family, 
together with the larger field of work oflered, 1 do not be- 
lieev that any salary inducement would enter into his con¬ 
sideration of such a change. Understanding of that side 
of his chai’acter is one of the things that has endeared him 
to Sierra Madre friends and deepened their appreciation of 
his work as he has been doing it here. It did not require 
a call from a more important held to make them lealize 
his true caliber.

LOOKS LIKE CALIFORNIA DRY 

All the indications point to a great victory for the Dry 
forces at the November election. Even the wets appear 
to believe there is great danger of Amendment No. 2 pro¬ 
hibiting public drinking places being voted onto the statute 
books, for they ai-e concentrating their efforts on that 
measure. It is suported by a great many people who are 
afraid complete prohibition would prove too drastic in its 
effect on the viticultural industry. The second amendment 
would not interfere with the manufactuie and sale of the 
95 per cent of California wines which are marketed outside 
the state. So many moderate drinkers favor the closing of 
the saloons that there seems almost a certainty that this 
measure will receive the necssaiy majority.

STRAWS POINT TO WILSON 

With constantly accellerating momentum, the tide of 
votes is tuiTiing toward President Wilson. All the com¬ 
prehensive polls indicate it, as admitted by the Times ami 
other anti-Wilson papers.

An increase of $640,464,787 in imports in spite of 23 
months of war. A loss of revenue amounting to $238,354,644. 

This is splendid—for the Democrats. In the first 33 
months under the Underwood Tariff the people of the Uniteil 
States were able to buy $640,000,000 more of foreign goods 
than they were in the last 33 months of the Payne Tai iff. 

They were also able and did export in the same period 
$1,150,000,000 more of merchandise than they did in the 
same period under the Payne "Tariff, a gain of practically 
$500,000,000 in our favor in the balance of trade. 

It is true that the goveniment lost in customs duties in 
the first 33 months under the Underwood Tariff $238,000,000 
as compared with the same period under the Payne Tariff, 
but that amount of money remained in the pockets of the 
people of the United States, for even the Republicans have 
not now the effrontery to claim that the “foreigner pays the 
tax.” 

But this loss of customs duties under the Underwood 
Tariff law is more than offset by the $274,000,000 that the 
government collected under the income tax provisions of 
that law.

UNDER PROHIBITION

How “Wets" Failed 
Create Coiitraiy 
Impression 


A sample mlsreproeentation by the 
saloon and allied Interests that are 
oppoHing the two antl-alcohol amend¬ 
ments that are before the state this 
year, la contained In a circular headed, 
“How Prohibition HU Seattle.” Thia 
circular la Isaued by the “United Cali¬ 
fornia Industrlea.” 

On one side of the circular is what 
purports to be Page 431 of the Seattle 
Directory of im5 marked to show those 
who changed their addresses during 
the year. 

The page originally contained 99 
names. The corrected p'»ife shows 
that 26 have left the city and tnat 4h 
have changed their address or busi¬ 
ness. The liquor Interests comment 
on these figures Is as follows; “Only 
33 remain unaffected by prohibition.” 

The purpose of the circular Is to 
make It appear. In fact It Is put In so 
many words, that at least 66 out of 
every 99 of the residents of Seattle 
have been forced to get out of the 
town or change their address and busi¬ 
ness because that city has gone on a 
prohibition basis. 

The contrary is the case. Seattle's 
population under prohibition has In¬ 
creased rather than decreased. 

And yet Seattle’s 1916 directory 
gives Seattle a population of 314,150 or 
a gain of about 10,000 orer the popula¬ 
tion as shown In the Seattle directory 
of 1915. On the very page given by 
the liquor Interests as a horrible ex¬ 
ample of the effect of prohibition on 
Seattle there are 103 names In the 1916 
hook as against 99 In the directory of 
1915. 

The activities of the liquor Interests 
In ml.sreiireseiiting Seattle have led 
the Seattle papers to make comparison 
between the changes In the Seattle 
directory of 1915 and the directories 
of (’alifornl.'i cities. 

The Scuttle Times In Its Issue of Oc¬ 
tober 1st reproduces page 463 of the 
la)s Angeles 1915 directory showing 
that out of 129 names on this page of 
the l.os Angeles hook 31 per cent only 
remain uiu hauged while on the “hor- 
rlhle" e-vample i)age of the Seattle 
book 3.3 1-3 per l ent remain unchanged. 
Kartlicrmore, the Times shows that 
39' j per cent of those crossed off the 
1/Os Angeles city directory have left 
the city, while of those crossed off 
the Seattle directory only 26Vi per cent 
have left the city. 

('alifornia communities are also be¬ 
ginning to make the same comparison. 

The San Diego ptipers are running an 
advertisement showing page 251) of 
the San Diego directory of 1915. On 
this sample page only 25 per cent are 
unchanged as against the 33 1-3 un¬ 
changed in Seatle. The San Diego 
advertisement sots forth that the "Se¬ 
attle 1916 directory shows an Increased 
population of about 10,000 over 1915, 
and San Diego’s directory also shows 
an Increase in population.” 

And such la the record of every city 
In the land. Changes of address are 
constant. The liquor interests In try¬ 
ing to make It appear that over 2-8 ot 
the people of Seattle have been ad¬ 
versely affected by prohibition has no 
foundation In fact. Their use of the 
page In the Seattle directory Is but 
another effort on their part to mislead 
the people of this state. 


PROHIBITION 
R^ES CRIME 

TesHmony From Dry Commun¬ 
ities Conclusive on That 
Score 


James Madison In his argument 
against the prohibition measure which 
la to be voted upon on November 7th, 
states that “Prohibition has never de¬ 
creased crime.” 

The testimony from Prohibition 
states, however, disproves Mr. Madi- 
aon's unsustained statement. 

George Herbert Smalley, writing for 
the Sunset Magazine of oonditlons In 
Arizona under prohibition, says that 
the number of arrests In the ten prin¬ 
cipal cities of Arizona decreased from 
4793 for the fii-st six months of 1914, 
when Arizona was wet, to 2390 for the 
first six months of 1915 when Arizona 
was dry. 

"Kven the city of Prescott,” says 
Mr. Smalley, "did not have an arrest 
for three months Inst summer, (1916).” 

Seattle's Experience. 

-Major C. B. Uletheu, editor of the 
Reatllc Times, shows that the arrests 
In Seattle for the first six months of 
1915, when Seattle had saloons, was 
11,288. For the first six months In 
1916 when Washington was under 
prohibition the number of arrests In 
Seattle fell to 5444, a decrease of 5844. 

Governor .Alexander of Idaho makes 
similar report of the effect of prohi¬ 
bition on crime In Idaho. .Mayor Albee 
of Portland. Oregon, reports the same 
for Portland. Similar reports come 
from every community which has 
adopted prohibition. 

A Judge’s Testimony. 

“I think,” said Judge William C. Van- 
Fleet of the I'nitod States District 
Court, In passing sentence upon Diggs 
and Camliiettl. convicted ot taking 
young girls into another state for 
Immoral purposes, “that the evUleh x* 
discloses very clearly that drink had 
Its iiaralyzlng hand upon your sleeping 
consciences during the period when 
you were dehaiichlng these girls, and 
society has, to a certain extent, to an¬ 
swer for that. The resiionsiblllty for 
the iircseiu-e of the saloon, the dance 
hall and the road house, with all thi-ir 
debauching Inllueiuxs, rests, 1 think, 
upon society," 

.Mr. .Madison's contention that alco¬ 
holic drink docs not Increase crime 
and that I’rohihltlon has never ile- 
creasi-d It. Is readily disproved not 
from the reeords aloiK? but by the 
experience and observation of us all.
